S a n tiago. July 18, via Kingston, Ja­ 
maica, July 20, noon.—General Shafter 
has had a thorough examination made 
of the sanitary condition of Santiago. 
The work was done by Dr. Goodfellow, 
of the general’! staff, and by a civilian 
physician, Dr. Orlando Dwiker. They 
find that although there are present but 
six oases of yellow fever in the city in 
addition to two suspects, the town is 
ripe for an epidemic. Santiago Mid Rio 
Janeiro are considered the greatest fever 
breeding centers in the world. This 
town lacks every sanitary feature at its 
best, and now, atter two months' siege 
leaving it dirty and repellant, it is a 
veritable pest hole. The awful stenches 
that arise from the streets stagger and 
shoke one. 
There is no sewage system. The oity 
drainage is all from the surface into the 
harbor, and the lower pa~t of the city, 
through which much of the drainage 
runs, especially from the poor quarter 
around toe bull ring to the northwest of 
the city, is the seeding center of ma­ 
laria, typhoid and other low fevers. 
There are four hospitals in the oity, 
the civil hospital, presided over by the 
Sisters of Charity, and the military, 
Mercedes and Conchas hospitals. 
In 
these four hospitals are 1,717 patients, 
which is a comparatively small number 
considering the lack of food and the 
long siege, but it must he remecnberqd

All the liquor store*, wholesale and 
retail, azo closed under General Shat­ 
ter’s orders, but the Spanish soldiers 
have a - large stock of ram on hand, 
which they are exchanging for our hard 
tack and corned beef. 
Leal night the city was very quiet and 
there were no disturbances, the distri­ 
bution of the supplies from the State of 
Texas being anxiously awaited, as there 
was literally nothing in the city to eat.

none of the vessels w ith Sampson are 
able to keep pace with the Yale. Never­ 
theless there is no doubt that the gen­ 
eral will reach Porto Rico before the 
detachment of troops from Charleston. 
, The personnel of the Porto Rican ex­ 
pedition having been left in a large 
measure in" the hafids 
of

Brooke it is npt possible yet to give an 
accurate roster of the organizations 
that will enter into it. 
The president announced privately 
yesterday that while no date of depart­ 
ure of the troops to be sent from Chick­ 
amauga to Porto Rico had been fixed he 
expected they would leave about one 
week from today. 
He is awaiting a de­ 
tailed report from General Brooke rec­ 
ommending what troops and supplies 
should be sent from Chickamauga. The 
present plan is stated to be to embark 
them them at Newport News or Nor­ 
folk and those at Tampa either there or 
at Key West. 
Admiral Sampson has received final 
orders from the navy department as to 
the part the American fleet is to take in 
the campaign against Porto Rico. 
The 
admiral is instructed to sud the army 
movements 
by 
dispatching convoys 
when required and by covering a land­ 
ing of troops. 
The reduction of the harbor fortifica­ 
tions will be the main work, but this 
and all other operations of the fleet will 
be supplementary to the main opera­ 
tions conducted by the army. 
Major General John R. Brooke was 
expected to reach Chickamauga last 
night, and, although he was authorized 
to use the First and Second divisons of 
his corps for the Porto Rico campaign, 
it is understood that he was given some 
discretion in the matter, and that a 
change may be made in the formation 
of these divisions. 
The First division 
will leave the country in a very short 
while. General Ernst’s brigade, which 
has been at Charleston for some days, is 
ready to embark, and General Ham*’ 
brigade, consisting of the Third Illinois, 
Fourth Pennsylvania and Fourth Ohio, 
approximating 4,000 men, was ordered 
today to proceed to Newport News for 
embarkation. 
In addition there will also go to New­ 
port News for embarkation four batter­ 
ies of artillery, consisting of 700 men 
and 1,000 horses, a hospital corps of 300 
men and a signal corps of 300 men.

Lieutenant Colonel William 8. Worth, 
Thirteenth United States infantry, with 
four bullet boles in his body, proofs of 
the efficiency of Spanish riflemen and 
sufficient enough recommendation far 
his promotion to be a brigadier general 
of volunteers, which he recently receiv­ 
ed from the preMdent, arrived at his 
home on Governors island the other aft­ 
ernoon. Although wounded tour times 
at the charge up San Juan hill, Colonel 
Worth reached 
Governors island in 
fairly good condition, and his doctor 
says that, with ordinary prudence, he 
will be up and about in a month. 
Colonel Worth, accompanied by his 
orderly, Corporal John Keller, Thir­ 
teenth infantry, left Siboney on the 
City of Washington last Tuesday, July 
12, was landed at Fort Monroe, taken 
to Baltimore by boat and came to New 
York by the Baltimore and Ohio. On 
the arrival of the train he was met by 
bis wife, his sister and his sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Coffin, the wife of Captain 
William H. Coffin, Fifth artillery, 
whose battery is now at Tampa, await­ 
ing orders to go to Porto Rico. 
Colonel Worth is not above 6 feet 6, 
and, weighing in good health not more 
than 160 pounds, looked very muoh 
thinner and weaker than when be 
marched away from Governors island 
at the head of 'three companies of his 
regiment one morning in the latter part 
of April. His right arm was in a sling 
and he walked with some difficulty. 
The soldiers at the island sainted him 
with the left hand, that the colonel 
might return the salute in kind. 
When he got home, his nephew and 
family physician, Dr. Sprague of New 
York oity, made a careful examination 
of his wounds and general condition, 
and then ordered his patient to bed, di 
rooting him to see no one but the mem 
hers of his family for a week at least 
Colonel Worth objected, but obeyed. 
From members of the family a reporter 
learned

Shortly after 4 o’clock on the after

If you’ve ever been 
out in a hailstorm when it didn’t do a 
thing but hail, you can get some notion 
of how the bullets came at San Juan.

It 
seemed to me as if there was one of those 
darned fences about every ten feet We 
got through ’em somehow, and we ad­ 
vanced steadily in open order, firing as 
we went It was fire and advance; fire 
and advance. 
And we did it just like 
pieoes of machinery, only the way the 
rifles of our boys sn appel was a caution. 
“ When we onoe got into the swing 
of being soldiers and tinkers at the 
same time we sailed ahead. The Thir­ 
teenth, being in the oenter, seemed to 
get the worst dose, but it was bad 
enough for everybody. It was mighty 
exasperating to have to stop and cut 
fences while the trees shook off bullets 
on us, but that was the game we were 
up against, and there was nothing to 
do but take our medicine. After what 
seemed about a lifetime we clambered 
over the top of the hill and rallied 
round the blockhouse, cheered the flag 
that somebody was waving, and that 
job was done. 
44When we caught our breath and 
had time to shake all around, some of 
the boys looked for comrades they 
couldn't find. San Juan was their last 
fight, and they’re laid away now on the 
slope of the hill, under the trees that 
shot them full of holes. The &Rniards 
that couldn’t get down the onier side 
of the hill fast enough staid with us, 
and I guess they were glad they did. 
They got something to eat and were 
treated kindly, at which they seemed to 
be amazed. About all they could say 
was, ’You didn’t stop coming on at all, 
so of course we had to get out, ’ at least 
that’s what the Cubans said they mid. 
The oolonel got it in the right arm a 
oouple of times early in the fight. At 
the first shot he dropped his sword, but 
he never even stopped running. He just 
picked it up with his left hand, stuck 
t up and told us to come on.

That knocked him 
clean out. I saw him fall and went over 
va him. He didn’t know me at first, but 
finally he came ta He looked dazed for 
minute, then he said: ’Keller, just 
keep me en my feet I ’m behind the 
line. ’ 
“ Of course, he oouldn’t fight any 
more. 
He had lost so much blood al­ 
ready from the wounds in his arm that 
he was ve#y weak. We just staid there, 
and by and by the colonel was carried 
to the rear. 
Then we were both put in 
a wagon and carted over a rough road 
to Siboney. 
We got the best attention 
they could give us, hut we had to lie in 
water a couple of days. 
Finally we 
were told a steamer was waiting to take 
us home, and here we are. 
“ What about me? Oh, I’m all right 
—a little uncomfortable in my back, but 
that’s nothing. The pieoe of shell that 
struck me hit my cartridge belt and 
drove the cartridges against my back­ 
bone. 
It felt as if I’d had an electric 
shook. 
It stunned me for a minute and 
when I came to I thought needles were 
pricking me all over. 
But I’m all 
right.” 
Notwithstanding Keller’s statement 
of his own condition, Dr. Sprague, who 
examined him after attending to Colo­ 
nel Worth, ordered him to the hospital. 
He obeyed orders, but he did it under 
the most vigorous protest 
Oolonel 
Worth told his sister, Miss Worth, dur­ 
ing the afternoon, that the oonduct of 
the troops at San Juan was magnificent 
He said that it was utterly impossible 
to restrain them. 
“ Why!” said he, 
“ Talk about leading them I An officer 
had to be a sprinter to keep up with 
them.” 
He added that in all his experience 
during the civil war, when he was an 
officer in the Eighth infantry, and in 
all his service in Indian fighting, he 
never saw such magnificent bravery as 
the enlisted men displayed at San Juan 
hill.—New York Sun.

W e’ll teach those fellows a thing or 
two about this game they don’t know, 
and w e’ll be up in that blockhouse in a 
minute. ’ 
"T hat kind of talk makes a fellow 
feel full (rf ginger and up #0 fighting far 
aweek. And the oolonel was rig h t We 
did show ’em a few things they didn’t 
know anything about. When we started 
up that hill, the first thing we struck 
was a barbed wire fence. But it wasn’t 
built as a white man builds rn fence. 
The strands were so close together that 
we had to pry ’em apart with our fin­ 
gers before we could use the wire cut­ 
ters. 
While we cut wires, the Span­ 
iards pumped lead into us. 
"A fter getting through the first fence 
we suggested to the Cubans that, since 
it was largely their funeral anyway, 
they m ight as well dance on ahead and 
out wires. 
They evidently preferred to 
be mourners, though, for we could al­ 
ways see ’em when we had time to look 
back. When we found they wouldn’t go 
ahead, we did our own wire cutting. It 
seemed to me as if there was one of those 
darned fences about every ten feet 
We 
got through 'em somehow, and we ad­ 
vanced steadily in open order, firing as 
we w ent 
It was fire and advance; fire 
and advance. 
And we did it jnst like 
pieoes af machinery, only the way the 
rifles of our boys anappel was a caution. 
"W hen we onoe got into the swing 
of being soldiers and tinkers at the 
same time we sailed ahead. 
The Thir­ 
teenth, being in the oenter, seemed to 
get the worst dose, but it was bad 
enough for everybody. It was mighty 
exasperating to have to stop and out 
fences while the trees shook off bullets 
on us, but that was the game we were 
up against, and there was nothing to 
do but take our medicine 
After what 
seemed about a lifetime we clambered 
over the top of the hill and rallied 
round the blockhouse, cheered the flag 
that somebody was waving, and that 
job was done. 
"W hen we caught our breath and 
had time to shake all around, some of 
the boys looked for comrades they 
couldn’t find. San Juan was their last 
fight, and they’re laid away now on the 
slope of the hill, under the trees that 
shot them full of holes. The Spaniards 
that couldn’t get down the oiuer side 
of the hill fast enough staid with us, 
and I guess they were glad they did. 
They got something to eat and were 
treated kindly, at which they seemed to 
be amazed. 
About all they could say 
was, ‘You didn’t stop coming on at all, 
so of course we had to get out, ’ at least 
that’s w hat the Cubans said they said. 
The oolonel got it in the right arm a 
couple of times early in the fight. 
At 
the first shot he dropped his sword, but 
he never even stopped running. He just 
picked it up with his left hand, stuck 
it up and told us to come on. 
Finally, 
about half way up the hill, he got two 
Mausers in his chest. That knocked him 
clean out. I saw him fall and went over 
to him. He didn’t know me at first, but 
finally he came to. He looked dazed for 
a minute, then he said: 'Keller, jnst 
keep me on my feet I ’m behind the 
line. ’ 
"O f course, he oouldn’t fight any 
more. 
He had lost so much blood al­ 
ready from the wounds in his arm that 
he was vefy weak. We just staid there, 
and by and by the colonel was carried 
to the rear. 
Then we were both put in 
a wagon and carted over a rough road 
to Siboney. 
We got the best attention 
they could give us, but we had to lie in 
water a couple of days. 
Finally we 
were told a steamer was waiting to take 
us home, and here we are. 
"W hat about me? Oh, I ’m all right 
—a little uncomfortable in my back, but 
that’s nothing. The piece of shell that 
struck me hit my cartridge belt and 
drove the cartridges against my back­ 
bone. 
It felt as if I ’d had an electric 
shock. 
It stunned me for a minute and 
when I came to I thought needles were 
pricking me all over. 
But I ’m all 
right. ’ ’ 
Notwithstanding Keller’s statement 
of his own condition, Dr. Sprague, who 
examined him after attending to Colo­ 
nel Worth, ordered him to the hospital.

L ieutenant Jo seph Cure** G reptile De­ 
scription o f Hie Experience* In Cub*. 
Lieutenant Joseph A. Carr, one of 
Roosevelt’s rough riders, arrived in 
Washington recently with two bad 
wounds. 
He was in three Bird fights 
and tells a graphic story of hit expe­ 
riences. He fought the Spaniards when 
they were behind cover at Sevilla, he 
was in the daring assault that resulted 
in the capture of the hill at St. Juan, 
and he was in the fight when the ene­ 
my made a desperate sortie in a vain 
attempt to drive the rough riders f{om 
their position. 
A part of his pocket 
knife was carried through him by a 
Spanish bullet. He says: “ Thefighting 
from the first engagement to the last I 
was in was desperate. 
We were not 
supported by artillery, and it was a test 
of what American nerve and determina­ 
tion could do. At the engagement with 
the ambush most of my troops were 
shot down and I was left in command 
of what remained of the troops. 
Many 
all around me fell in the second engage­ 
ment on San Juan hill. 
After we had 
driven the Spanish off and taken, posses­ 
sion of San Juan hill Colonel Roosevelt 
was ordered to occupy another eminence 
about 300 yards forward. When we got 
there, there were bat 90 of us occupy­ 
ing this position. 
The Spanish fire 
never ceased. 
We had no earthworks 
and no artillery. 
We bad simply to lie 
there and bold our position in a perfect 
hell of fire. I saw no flinching. No man 
seemed to think of retiring, but every 
nerve was strained to its utmost and 
our boys made a display of oonrage and 
coolness which I cannot help feeling is 
somehow a part of the American blood. 
‘After holding the position there un­ 
der an incessant fire we had later to de­ 
fend ourselves against an assault by the 
Spanish in an attempt on their part to 
recapture the position. 
It was estimat­ 
ed that there were 4,000 Spaniards en­ 
gaged in this sortie to recapture Roose­ 
velt’s position and the San Juan hill. 
The fire was terrific, and oar men went 
right into the teeth of it, and after 
awhile the Spaniards seemed to be be 
wildeyed and taken entirely out of their 
calculations by the fact that oar men 
advanced to the fire instead of retiring. 
Then the enemy gave way, and we had 
repulsed them. 
It was here that I was 
struck. I was entirely disabled and tak­ 
en back to the field hospital 
There, 
while under the shadow of the Red 
Cross, I was shot again in the hip, and 
the Spaniards seemed to direct their 
most savage fire wherever they saw 
the Red Cross.’’—Frederic Benzinger 
in Chicago Times-Herald.

To see this white haired veteran of the 
war of the rebellion astride his horse, 
leading the regiments under his com­ 
mand, 
made ap almost entirely of 
northern men, is a sight to stir the 
heart of every American who remem­ 
bers that there was once a Mason and 
Dixon line. 
The camp at Siboney recently rang 
with praise of Wheeler, mid at the same 
time a good story of his words during a 
desperate charge the other week is go­ 
ing the rounds. 
As he was leading the 
Seventy-first New York, the rough rid­ 
ers and a strong foroe of regulars up a 
high hill at San Juan, storming a large 
body of Spaniards who were strongly 
intrenched, the attacking line began to 
wave nuder a fierce fire from Gatling 
guns and strong field pimas. 
Wheeler 
f saw his men waver and began shouting 
at the top of hia voice, while the guns 
were roaring and the small arms rat­ 
tling: 
“ Steady, boys. Come on, now. The 
Yankees are giving way. 
Look! There 
they got* The Yankees am leaving their 
guns.” Then suddenly retching himself, 
he cried out even mom vigorously: 
“ D—n it! 
I mean the Spaniards are 
running. Go for ‘em, boys I”

lets, the rain of shrapnel and Gatling 
fire, the soldiers laughed at their old 
general’s absentmindedness. 
But they 
did “ go for ’em.”

was ours. General Wheeler, for a man 
of his years, has shown wonderful pow­ 
ers in the field. No young officer in his 
oommand can stand longer or harder 
fighting than he, and certainly none is 
braver or more fearless.—Special Cable 
Dispatch to Philadelphia Presa.

L ientenait Joseph fa rr'i OrmphUs Do- 
•crlptloa of His Expertenee* In Cabo. 
Lieutenant Joseph A. Carr, one of 
Roosevelt’s rough riders, arrived in 
Washington recently with two had 
wounds. 
He was in three Bird fights 
and tells a graphic story of hi) expe­ 
riences. He fought, the Spaniards when 
they were l»ehind cover at Sevilla, he 
I was in the daring assault that resulted 
in the capture of the hill at St. Juan, 
and he was in the fight when the ene­ 
my made a desperate sortie in a vain 
attempt to drive the rough riders from 
their position. 
A part of his pocket

Spanish bullet. He says: “ T hefighting 
from the first engagement to the last I 
was in was desperate. 
We were not 
supported by artillery, and it was a test 
of what American nerve and determina­ 
tion could do. At the engagement with 
the ambush most of my troops were 
shot down and I was left in command 
of what remained of the troops. 
Many

there, there were bat 90 of us occupy­ 
ing this position.

there and bold our position in a perfect 
hell of fire. I saw no flinching. No man 
seemed to think of retiring, hut every 
nerve was strained to its utmost and 
our boys made a display of courage and 
coolness which I cannot help feeling is 
somehow a part of the American blood. 
“ After holding the position there an­ 
dor an incessant fire we had later to de­ 
fend ourselves against an assault by the 
Spanish in an attem pt on their part to 
recapture the position.

Babies Dying In Mothers^ Arm a F rom H an ­ 
g er—Men and W om en F o n g b t F o r Food. 
Many Refined W omen, F ren o b ^h erm an 
and English, Among Them . 


W riting under the date of July 14 
from El Caney, near Santiago, Louis 
Seibold, the New York W orld corre­ 
spondent, in describing the condition of 
the refugees from Santiago, says: 
I witnessed the distribution of ra­ 
tions to the refugees last n ig h t 
Men 
and women fought for food. Children 
were 
dying in their mothers’ arms 
while the latter were pleading for 
food and medicines. 
One woman, a 
mother with four children, one of whom 
was clasped in her arms, threw herself 
at my feet while I was talking with 
Captain Brice, who is in charge of the 
commissary department at El Caney. 
She begged piteously for food for her 
dying child. 
Although medicine V as 
given to the little sufferer, it d iet later. 
Many white women of refinement— 
French, German and English — are 
among the refugees, and although their 
personal suffering is most pathetic they 
bear up bravely. The English, German 
and French consuls are living in tents 
and sharing their limited stores of food 
with the Cubans and Spaniards and the 
children who swarm in the public 
square, clamoring for food. 
No shops 
are open, and many people who have an 
unlimited supply of money can buy 
nothing. A French gentleman who has 
an invalid wife offered ten goldpieces 
for a can of condensed milk. 
More than 200 people are sick with 
typhoid fever, measles and starvation. 
One house of ten rooms is crowded with 
nearly 250 persons of all classes, includ­ 
ing many white and pretty women. In 
this house are ten oases of sickness. The 
town is policed by one troop of the Sec­ 
ond cavalry. 
There are only four doc­ 
tors and l l priests. 
Clara Barton says: “ I visited Caney 
and was shocked at the condition of the 
women and children. They clung to my 
skirts and pleaded for food. 
There are 
1,400 tons of stores on the transports 
clustered thick in the harbor of Si boney, 
but there is no way of getting them 
ashore in sufficient quantities. The neg­ 
lect of the government to provide light­ 
ers and transportation over roads deep 
in mud is outrageous. 
Unless relief 
comes many deaths w ill ooour. 
Medi­ 
cines to save and prolong life are 12 
miles away, while the people are starv­ 
ing to death.” 
English Consul Ram eden asked me to 
describe the pitiful condition of the peo­ 
ple, so that his government might learn 
of the plight of 160 British subjects. 


BATTLE OF SANTIAGO. 


J. D. Hoeekstrm, One of tho Wounded, 
Describes Some Incidents of the Fight. 
“ We reached El Caney on the 30th, 
and on the 1st our squadron was order­ 
ed to charge up tits Ban Juan m il,” 
says J. D. Hoeckstra, one of the wound­ 
ed heroes from Santiago. “ I shall never 
forget that day. 
The battle began at 
6:40 in the morning and lasted till 
nearly m idnight It was war to the bit­ 
ter end. 
The Spanish fought bravely. 
They did not give up without a strug­ 
gle. 
I can’t tell yon of that day in de­ 
ta il It is like a dream to me now. The 
smoke was rolling all along our lines 
and the cannon spitting fire at a few 
seconds' intervals. 
We of the cavalry 
had to take our share of the brunt of the 
fighting. 
“ In the m idst of the fight I saw a 
Cuban shoot a Spaniard, and then, hor­ 
rible as it seems, that Cuban deliberate­ 
ly drew his machete and cut off the 
Spaniard’s head. 
The body had not 
struck the ground when that head was 
seen rolling like a cannon ball. 
It was 
soon after this that I was wounded, and 
remember no more till I found myself 
being carried off the field after the bat­ 
tle. 
“ Our division took HO prisoners, and 
I heard that any number of them had 
their heads cut off by the Cubans, who 
had been given charge of the prisoners. ” 
—New York JonmaL 


Good Office* Only Tendered Once. 
When the Spanish prisoners boarded 
the St. Louis, all (w ith the exception 
of Cervera) were asked to aign an agree­ 
ment that they would do their utmost 
during the voyage to quiet disturbances, 
and would under no circum stances be 
tempted to tamper with the machinery 
of the ship. One man refused, saying 
that the word of a Spaniard was enough. 
He was put under guard and refused 
the special comforts given In the others. 
At the end of the first day at sea be of­ 
fered to sign anything which he was 
asked to sign, but Captain Goodrich re­ 
plied that the good offices of the Unit­ 
ed States were tendered only onoe.— 
New York World.

Writing under the date of July 14 
from El Caney, near Santiago, Louis 
Seibold, the New York World corre­ 
spondent, in describing the condition of 
the refugees from Santiago, says: 
I witnessed the distribution of ra­ 
tions to the refugees last night 
Men 
and women fought for food. 
Children 
were 
dying in their mothers’ arms 
while the latter were pleading for 
food and medicines. 
One woman, a 
mother with four children, one of whom 
was clasped in her arms, threw herself 
at my feet while I was talking with 
Captain Brice, who is in charge of the 
commissary department at El Caney. 
She begged piteously for food for her 
dying child. 
Although medicine V as 
given to the little sufferer, it died', later. 
Many white women of refinement— 
French, German and English — are 
among the refugees, and although their 
personal suffering is most pathetic they 
bear up bravely. The English, German 
and French consuls are living in tents 
and sharing their limited stores of food 
with the Cubans and Spaniards and the 
children who swarm in the public 
square, clamoring for food. 
No shops 
are open, and many people who have an 
unlimited supply of money can buy 
nothing. A French gentleman who has 
an invalid wife offered ten goldpieces 
for a can of condensed milk. 
More than 200 people are sick with 
typhoid fever, measles and starvation. 
One house of ten rooms is crowded with 
nearly 250 persons of all classes, includ­ 
ing many white and pretty women. In 
this boose are ten oases of sickness. The 
town is policed by one troop of the Sec­ 
ond cavalry. 
There are only four doc­ 
tors and l l priests. 
Clara Barton says: “ I visited Caney 
and was shocked at the condition of the 
women and children. They clung to my 
skirts and pleaded for food. 
There are 
1,400 tons of stores on the transports 
clustered thick in the harbor of Si boney, 
but there is no way of getting them 
ashore in sufficient quantities. The neg­ 
lect of the government to provide light­ 
ers and transportation over roads deep 
in mud is outrageous. 
Unless relief 
comes many deaths will ooour. 
Medi­ 
cines to save and prolong life are 12 
miles away, while the people are starv­ 
ing to death.” 
English Consul Ramsden asked me to 
describe the pitiful condition of the peo­ 
ple, so that his government might learn 
of the plight of 160 British subjects.

“ We reached El Caney on the 30th, 
aud on the let our squadron was order­ 
ed to charge up the San Juan hill,” 
says J. D. Hoeckstra, one of the wound 
ed heroes from Santiago. “ I shall never 
forget that day. 
The battle began at 
6:40 in the morning and lasted till 
nearly midnight It was war to the bit­ 
ter end.

They did not give np without a strag­ 
gle. 
I can’t tell yon of that day in de­ 
tail It is like a dream to me now. The 
smoke was rolling all along oar lines 
and the cannon spitting fire at a few 
seoonds’ intervals.

The following letter was received re­ 
cently by the chairman of the executive 
committee of the American National 
Red Cross from Treasurer C. H. H. Cot­ 
trell at Port Antonio, Jamaica: 
“ My Eke ab Sir—I noted in your mes­ 
sage to Miss Barton* that yon are anx­ 
ious to hear from no, and as I know 
Miss Barton has all of her time from 
early morning to late night so fully oo- 
qupied as not to spare a moment from 
present duties I will endeavor to give 
yon a brief sketch of what has been 
done sinoe we left Key West on June 
30. The good ship Texas lay in tropical 
waters so long that her bottom became 
a coral reef, and when she finally got 
under way she was only ahle to make 
seven or eight miles an boor, ivnd we 
used ap five days in making an 800 
mile journey. 
“ On our arrival off the bay of Santi­ 
ago de dubs Miss Barton reported to 
Admiral Sampson, who advised us to 
proceed to Guantanamo bay, 80 miles 
farther east, to await developments, 
Whieh we did, arriving there un the 
eveotbg of Jane 25. At Guantanamo we 
found a good landlocked harbor where 
our ship coaid lie still and give us a 
much needed night's rest, which we ail 
enjoyed. There was a camp of 700 or 
800 marines at this point, also a camp 
of insurgents. That evening several na 
val officers came aboard* to pay their re 
sports to Miss Barton and were very 
oordial, as indeed the naval men are at 
all times. By invitation of Commander 
Dunlap all hands visited the hospital 
ship Solace the next morning and were 
greatly pleased with the boat and the 
attention paid them by the officers and 
medical staff. 
“ Asthore seemed to be nothing we 
oould do at Guantanamo it was decided 
we had better return to Si boney, where 
the largest number of troops were, and 


General Shafter gent for them. They 
took along two six horse wagon loads of 
supolies, and Sunday night Hubbell re­ 
turned to the ship and got as much 
more. Our people began work the mo­ 
ment they arrived on the field, aud they 
will remain there as long as there is 
need for them. Lesser and the nurses 
have been doing tine work here in the 
army hospitals, though they have had 
to work day and night under most ad­ 
verse conditions. Sunday night, when 
they were coming to the ship for rest, 
they were asked to board the Harvard 
and attend a lot of Spaniards who were 


on the fleet when it was annihilated, 
and they spent the entire night there, 
returning to the ship in an exhausted 
condition. 
After four hours’ rest they 
all returned to shore again. 
01 We have run over to Port Antonio, 
Jamaica, for ice and some other things 
that we need and return to Siboney to­ 
night Everything down here has oome 
our way, and the (wily regret we have is 
that our force is not larger and that we 
have not certain things in our cargo 
which would be useful just now. 
All 
our potatoes have rotted, and we may 
lose some meal and oodflsh, but the re­ 
mainder of the cargo is all right, so far 
we know. 
We hope that the end of 
the war ta near at hand and that we 
shall be able to unload this ship within 
a tow days. " —New York Sun.

army officers received our advances po­ 
litely, but rather stiffly, at first declin­ 
ing any aid, but eventually confessing 
that they had nothing but army rations 
of hog meat, hard tack and coffee with 
which to feed their sick and that they 
woald accept a few things to help them 
out Btttii their own supplies arrived. 
But they declined all offers of nurses 
and doctors. 
“ Refused by our own people, we next 
called on General Garcia of the Cuban 
army and were most cordially received, 
his medical men being only too glad to 
accept all we had to offer. So the next 
morning our four Red Cross nurses and 
Sister Bettina went over to the Cuban 
hospital, which was as repulsive and 
forbidding a place as can be imagined, 
and began to work. The house and pa­ 
tients were astounded and transformed 
with such a baptism of soap and water 
as never was heard of before in this be 
nighted region, and by afternoon that 
little hospital was one clean spot in the 
town. 
“ That little bit of practical work 
spread through rank and file like the 
proverbial wildfire, and before nightfall 
our poor * boys in bine,' who had been 
lying on the floors, many of them with­ 
oat even a blanket, were asking each 
other and their slovenly male nurses 
how it was that the Red Cross came 
down here and gave them the go by and 
pat the Cabans on beds with soft pil­ 
lows and blankets and clean sheets. Of 
(Marse such vigorous kicking and the 
terrible contrast between the Cuban 
and our army hospitals could have bat 
cue result, aud the army surgeons are 
now willing and eager to have os on 
any terms we may suggest and are con­ 
stantly asking for more than we are 
prepared to give. 
We have opened a 
Red Cross hospital here and have-24 
beds, which is the capacity of the hos­ 
pital. 
“ Commander McCalla of Guantana­ 
mo sent as word the other day that 
there were a number of poor Cubans at 
his camp who were in need of help 
and asked us to bring him 6,000 rations. 
We steamed up there the same day and 
issued 7,600 pounds of anbstdnrials to 
those people and returned to Siboney at 
once. We have received another requi­ 
sition from the same officer for 26,000 
rations, and yesterday we returned to 
Guantanamo prepared to deliver 50,- 
OOO, but Commander McCall* said that 
he had no place to store so large an 
amount, and he therefore requested us 
to leave only 10,000 rations, which we 
did. 
“ These has been hard fighting in 
front of Santiago de Cuba for several 
days past and a large number of wound 
od men have come into Siboney, proba­ 
bly 400 or 500. The United States an 
thoritias were entirely unprepared in 
medicine, food or services to handle 
them, and the Red Cross has proved 
perfect godsend, and as yon will have 
seen by the telegrams that have been 
lent you we are now in full accord with 
the military surgeons—at this end. 
“ Kerman and Egan went to the front 
last Saturday and found a deplorable 
condition of suffering there. The uext 
day Miss Barton, Dr. Hubbell, Dr and 
Mrs. Gardner and McDowell joined 
them. riding rn an ambulance which

L ondon, July 20.—The Madrid cor­ 
respondent of The Daily Mail savs: 
It is wall known here that for some 
time past the Carlist* have been se­ 
cretly placing stores, anus and ammu- 
aitio a in many of the smaller towns 
along the French side of the frontier. 
When the signal for a Carlist rising is 
given the taking of these supplies and 
monitions of war across the frontier 
will occupy at the most a single night, 
as tae men are ready and know where 
they must go to receive arms and equip­ 
ments. 
The Basque provinces seem very quiet, 
bat this is explained by the fact that 
the orders of Don Carlos are most strin­ 
gent in the sense that nothing mast be 
attempted until he gives the signal, 
when the rising will be general. 
The government has increased meas­ 
ures of precaution to nip in the bad any 
attempt of the kind. During the last 
few days more troops arrived at Tolasa 
and Vergara, two points of strategical 
importance in the last civil war. 
The signal for the rising probably will 
be given in the country between Cata­ 
lonia and Valencia, and in Navarre, I 
where Don Carlos has his most fanat- 


I ical partisans. The Basque provinces 
wonla toilow when the garrisons there 
snail have been weakened by the neces­ 
sity of sending troops to fight the Carl- 
ists in Navaire.

The following letter was received re­ 
cently by tho chairman of tho executive 
committee of the American National 
Red Cross from Treasurer C. H. H. Cot­ 
trell at Port Antonio, Jamaica: 
“ My Dx Att S i r —I noted in your mes­ 
sage to Miss Barton* that yon are anx­ 
ious to hear from no, and as I know 
Miss Barton has all of ber time from 
early morning to late night so fully oc­ 
cupied as not to spare a moment from 
present duties I will endeavor to give 
you a brief sketch of what has (teen 
done since we left Key West on June 
90. The good ship Texas lay in tropical 
waters so long that her bottom became 
a coral reef, and when she finally got 
nuder way she was only able Lo make 
seven or eight miles an hoar, kind we 
used ap five days in making an 800 
mile journey. 
“ On our arrival off tbs bay of Santi­ 
ago de Cuba Miss Barton reported to 
Admiral Sampson, who advised us to 
proceed to Guantanamo bay, SO miles 
farther east, to await developments, 
Whtoh we did, arriving there on the 
evening of Jane 25. At Guantanamo we 
found a good landlocked harbor where 
our ship oould lie still and give os a 
much needed night’s rest, which we all 
enjoyed. There was a camp of 700 or 
800 marines at tfais point, also a camp 
of insurgents. That evening several na­ 
val officers came aboard, to pay their re­ 
spects to Miss Barton and were very 
oordial, aa indeed the naval men are at 
all times. By invitation of Commander 
Dunlap all hands visited the hospital 
ship Solace the next morning and were 
greatly pleased with the boat and the 
attention paid them by the officers and 
medical staff. 
“ Asthore seemed to be nothing we 
coaid do at Guantanamo it was decided 
we had better return to Siboney, where 
the largest number of troops were, and 
offer our services to the hospitals. This 
was done on Sunday, June 26. All the 
army officers received our advances po­ 
litely, but rather stiffly, at first declin­ 
ing any aid, but eventually confessing 
that they had nothing but army rations 
of hog meat, hard tack and coffee with 
which to feed their sick and that they 
woald accept a few things to help them 
out until their own supplies arrived. 
But they declined all offers of nurses 
and doctors. 
“ Refused by our own people, we next 
called an General Garcia of the Cuban 
army and were most cordially received, 
his medical men being only too glad to 
accept all we had to offer. So the next 
morning our four Red Cross nurses and 
Sister Bettina went over to the Caban 
hospital, which was as repulsive and 
forbidding a place as can be imagined, 
and began to work. The house and pa­ 
tients were astounded and transformed 
with such a baptism of soap and water 
as never was heard of before in this be­ 
nighted region, and by afternoon that 
little hospital was one clean spot in the 
town. 
“ That little bit of practical work 
spread through rank and file like the 
proverbial wildfire, and before nightfall 
our poor * boys in blae, ’ who had been 
lying on the floors, many of them with­ 
out even a blanket, were asking each 
other and their slovenly male nurses 
how it was that the Red Cross came 
down here and gave them the go by and 
put the Cubans on beds with soft pil­ 
lows and blankets and clean sheets. Of 
course such vigorous kicking and the 
terrible contrast between the Cuban 
and our army hospitals could have but 
one result, and the army surgeons are 
now willing and eager to have us on 
any terms we may suggest and are con­ 
stantly asking for more than we are 
prepared to give. 
We have opened a 
Red Cross hospital here and have 24 
beds, which is the capacity of the hos­ 
pital. 
“Commander McCalla of Guantana­ 
mo sent us word the other day that 
there were a number of poor Cubans at 
his camp who were in need of help 
and asked us to bring him 5, OOO rations. 
We steamed up there the same day and 
issued 7,600 pounds of substantiate to 
those people and returned to Siboney at 
once. We have received another requi­ 
sition from the same officer for 26,000 
rations, and yesterday we retained to 
Guantanamo prepared to deliver 50,- 
000, but Commander McCall* said that 
he had no place to store so large an 
amount, and he therefore requested us 
to leave only 10,000 rations, which we 
did. 
“ There has been hard fighting in 
front of Santiago de Cuba for several 
days past and a large number of wound­ 
ed men have come into Siboney, proba­ 
bly 400 or 500. The United States au­ 
thorities were entirely unprepared in 
medicine, food or services to handle 
them, and the Red Cross has proved a 
perfect godsend, and as you will have 
seen by the telegrams that have been 
sent you we are now in full accord with 
the military surgeons—at this end. 
“ Kenuan and Egan went to the front j 
last Saturday and found a deplorable j 
condition of suffering there. 
The uoxt 
day Miss Barton. Dr. Hubbell, Dr and 
Mrs. Gardner and McDowell joined 
them. riding in an ambulance which 


General Shafter sent for them 
They 
took along two six horse wagon loads of 
Hopolios, and Sunday night Hubbell re­ 
turned to the ship aud got as much 
more. 
Our people began work the mo­ 
ment they arrived on the field, aud they 
will remain there as long as there is 
need for them. 
Lesser and the nurses 
have been doing fine work here in the 
army hospitals, though they have had 
bi work day and night under most ad­ 
verse conditions. 
Munday night, when 
they were coining to the ship for rest, 
they were asked to board the Harvard 
and attend a lot of Spaniards who were 


on the fleet when it was annihilated, 
and they spent the entire night there, 
returning to the ship in an exhausted 
condition. 
After four hours’ rest they 
all returned to shore again. 
•‘We have run over to Port Antonio, 
Jamaica, for ice and some other things 
that we need and return to Siboney to­ 
night. Everything down here hts come 
our way, and the only regret we have is 
that our force is not larger and that we 
have not certain things in our cargo 
which would be useful just now. 
All 
our potatoes have rotted, and we may 
lose some meal and codfish, but the re­ 
mainder of the cargo is all right, so far 
as we know. 
We hope that the end of 
the war is near at hand and that we 
shall be able to unload this ship within 
a few days. ”—New York Sun.

OYES MILLION IN GOLD. 


Steamer Reached Beattie With Pi 
g e n and Treasure From 
the Klondike. 


Brattle. Wash., July 20.—The North 
American Trading and Transportation 
company’s steamer Roanoke arrived 
here yesterday 
afternoon 
from St. 
Michaels, Alaska, with 200 passengers 
and between '$1,500,000 and $2,000,000 
worth of gold. Of this amount the Ca 
uadi in Bank of Commerce had 5,000 
ounces and the North American Trad­ 
ing and Transportation company 20,000. 
Probably 50 per cent of the returning 
miners have fortunes averaging at least 
$10,000 each. This is a list of those 
having the largest individual amounts:

The miners are reticent about the 
amounts they brought. The reason for 
the observance of such secrecy lies in a 
desire to avoid the payment of the IO 
per cent royalty exacted by the Cana­ 
dian government. Not in every case 
have the miners paid royalty on the 
full amount taken out of their claims, 
and many of them have smuggled out 
larger sums than they will admit. 
Joaquin Miller, the well known poot, 
who was among the Roanoke’s passen­ 
gers, briefly expresses the general teqor 
of the stories told by the Roanoke a pas­ 
sengers as follows: 
“The Klondike mines are certainly 
the richest ever found on the face of 
the earth, but this gold is ten fold 
harder to get than in any other country 
I have ever seen.’’ 
It is said that the shipment of gold on 
the Roanoke would have been much 
heavier had those in the interior not 
felt some apprehension of an attack at 
sea by privateers.

L o n d o n , J u ly 20.—The Madrid cor­ 
respondent of The Daily Mail says:

Wiieu the signal for a Carlist rising is 
given the taking of these supplies and 
munitions of war across the frontier 
will occupy at the most a single night, 
as Lae men are ready and know where 
they must go to receive arms and equip­ 
ments. 
The Basque provinces seem very quiet, 
but this is explained by the fact that 
the orders of Don Carlos are most strin­ 
gent in the sense that nothing must be 
attempted until he gives the signal, 
when the rising will be general.

PICKET OF TROOPS WAS PLACED.

S a n t ia g o d e C u b a , July 18, vin Kings­ 
ton, Jamaica, July 30.—The Red Cross 
society’s steamer State of Texas arrived 
yesterday at 6 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and this morning at daybreak Dr. El- 
welU who was in charge of the work of 
unloading, secured eight stores in the 
heart of the city and one large shed on 
the dock, encaged 80 stevedores and be­ 
gan to unload the steamer about 6 
o’clock. 
She had 1,400 tons of provi­ 
sions on board. 
The distributing began at 3 o clock, 
allowing a pound and a half of rations 
to each citizen. 
When the unloading 
began crowds of half-starved citizens 
rushed to the dock, fighting, trampling 
one another under foot, breaking open 
the cases aud stealing the supplies. 
Finally a picket of troops was placed on 
the wharf, refusing admittance to any­ 
one. 
The entire cargo had been landed be­ 
fore the di8tiibution began. 
Each ap­ 
plicant was furnished with a ration 
ticket supplied by the local commis­ 
sioners, with Colonel McKibbin’s en­ 
dorsement. 
The water supply of the city, which 
was cut off on July 3 above El Caney by 
General Garcia’s troops, leaving the 
town without water, w ill be turned on 
again tonight. 
The toe factory resumed 
work today, using the rain water sup­ 
ply in the cisterns. 
All the liquor stores, wholesale and 
retail, are closed under General Shaf­ 
ter^ orders, but the Spanish soldiers 
have a • large stock of rum on hand, 
which they are exchanging for our hard 
tack andoorned beef. 
Last night the city was very quiet and 
there were no disturbances, the distri­ 
bution of the supplies from the State of 
Texas being anxiously awaited, as there 
was literally nothing in the city to eat. 
Before the refugees left for El Caney 
flour was selling at $150 per barrel, bar­ 
rels of beans at $90 per IOO pounds, con­ 
densed milk at $5 a tin and hardtack at 
$1 per piece. 
At El Caney the prices 
were still higher, $35 for a tin of con­ 
densed milk and $5 for a piece of hard­ 
tack. 
The rain and want in the city 
are almost inconceivable. 
Twenty-five Cubans, political prison­ 
ers, are still in the local jail, but a re­ 
port has been submitted on the subject 
by the Cuban residents to General Mc- 
Kibbm, the temporary military gover­ 
nor, and their release is expected. 
Admiral Sampson, accompanied by 
Commodore 
Schley and the marine 
staff, landed at 9 o’clock this morning 
frum the Vixen and met the municipal 
officers of Santiago.

clogged with dead horses and cattle, 
the fear of disease from bad sanitary 
conditions and similar considerations 
deter many from going in until the 
Americans shall have occupied San­ 
tiago and the much talked of disinfec­ 
tion shall have been accomplished in 
fact. . 
One refugee, a woman, said today 
that when she left Santiago 13 days ago 
there was a sufficiency of ooarse food, 
like rice, but that meat, meal, flour, po­ 
tatoes, onions and*bread were lacking. 
She asserted also that there was then 
no yellow fever or smallpox in the city, 
adding tnat if she had the experience to 
live over again she would face what­ 
ever Santiago offered in the way of dis­ 
ease and Spanish retaliation 
rather 
than the slow starvation, misery and 
suffering prevailing at El Caney. 
There were 14 deaths at El Caney yes­ 
terday and twice that number are ex­ 
pected today—all from illness arising 
from lack of food. 
There is no yellow 
fever at El Caney.

W a s h in g to n , July 30.—Because of 
a failure on the part of General Miles 
to receive the orders the president had 
prepared late Monday to take command 
of the military expedition against Porto 
Rico that official did not depart' as was 
expected from Siboney. 
The mistake 
was soon corrected yesterday morning, 
however, and as a result of some short 
telegraphic 
correspondence that fol­ 
lowed during the day it was gathered 
at tne department that the Yale would 
start last night. 
Contrary to the first 
intention, and probably without Gen­ 
eral Miles’ seeking, the Yale is to be 
convoyed by a naval vessel that Ad­ 
miral Sampson has been instructed to 
select from among the vessels of nis 
fleet. 
This 
may result in delaying 
General Miles’ progress somewhat, as 
none of the vessels with Sampson are 
able to keep pace with the Yale. Never­ 
theless there is no doubt that the gen­ 
eral will reach Porto Rico before the 
detachment of troops from Charleston. 
The personnel of the Porto Rican ex­ 
pedition having been left in a large 
measure in the 
hands 
of 
General 
Brooke it ie n<?t possible yet to give an 
accurate roster of the organizations 
that will enter into it. 
The president announced privately 
yesterday that while no date of depart­ 
ure of the troops to be sent from Cnick- 
amauga to Porto Rico had been fixed he 
expected they would leave about one 
week from today. 
He is awaiting a de­ 
tailed report from General Brooke rec­ 
ommending what troops and supplies 
should be sent from Chickamauga. The 
present plan is stated to be to embark 
them them at Newport News or Nor­ 
folk and those at Tampa either there or 
at Key West. 
Admiral Sampson has received final 
orders from the navy department as to 
the part the American fleet is to take in 
the campaign against Porto Rico. 
The 
admiral is instructed to aid the army 
movements 
by 
dispatching convoys 
when required and by covering a land­ 
ing of troops. 
The reduction of the harbor fortifica­ 
tions will be the main work, but this 
and all other operations of the fleet will 
be supplementary to the main opera­ 
tions conducted by the army. 
Major General John R. Brooke was 
expected to reach Chickamauga last 
night, and, altnongh he was authorized 
to use the First and Second divieons of 
his corps for the Porto Rico campaign, 
it is understood that he was given some 
discretion iu the matter, aud that a 
change may be made in the formation 
of these divisions. 
The First division 
will leave the country in a very short 
while. 
General Ernst’s brigade, which 
has been at Charleston for some days, is 
ready to embark, and General Hains’ 
brigade, consisting of the Third Illinois, 
Fourth Pennsylvania and Fourth Ohio, 
approximating 4.000 men, was ordered 
today to proceed to Newport New* for 
embarkation • 
In addition there will also go to New­ 
port News for embarkation tour flatter­ 
ies of artillery, consisting of 700 men 
and 1,000 horses, a hospital oorps of 300 
men and a signal corps of 300 men. 
While it has not been definitely set­ 
tled, the probability is that the Third 
brigade of the First division of the First 
corps will be ordered to Newport New* 
for shipment.

Cal., July 30.—The works 
of the Western Fuse and Explosive 
company were blown up by Goon Ng 
Chung, a murderous Chinaman, Tues­ 
day morning 
Five deputy sheriffs aud 
constables, who were trying to arrest 
the murderer, were killed.

of Sheriff White, George Woodsum, D. 
O. Cameron, Constables Gus Knoll, J. 
J. L em , Mrs. Hill aud Goon Ng Chung. 
The Chinaman had fortified himself 
in the magazine and blew it up when 
the attempt to arrest him was matte. 
The Celestial, who was employed in 
the works aud who caused the awful 
explosion, had killed a fellow country­ 
man in a quarrel over a Chinese lottery 
ticket. 
The Chinaman was blown to 
pieoes. 
Mrs. Hill was visiting * Mrs. Pride, 
who lived across the way. 
She was 
killed in tne falling debris of the build­ 
ing 
AU the buildings took tire. 
Engines 
were soon fighting the flames, bat to no 
avail. 
The 
works 
are 
completely 
wrecked 
Four houses also are blown 
down .aud about 40 partially wrecked. 
Deputy Sheriff Fred Shentt and Dep­ 
uty Ed White escaped but are painfully 
wounded. 
Deputy Sheriff Snentt’s story is to 
the effect that at 5 o’clock this morning 
the Chinaman called to Deputy Sheriff 
W h ite that he would surrender. White, 
Woodsum and Koch immediately pro­ 
ceeded to the d»x>r, w hile the others fol­ 
lowed. 
Just as the door wa* reached 
the sound as of a falling plauk was 
heard aud then the explosion occurred. 
Coroner Wadem and a corps of dep­ 
uties search Btl through the surround 
urn fields for the remains 
In some in­ 


stances they had to De picked up W ien 
shovels. 
Fourteen of the cars were 
blown to splinters and several were 
bur ne*!. 
Windows were broken in Oak­ 
land. Alameda aud as far as Berkley 
One of the most thrilling stories of 
the tatality is that told by Fred Sheritt 
of We*t Oakland, whose escape was 
simply marvelous. 
He said: 
“ With 
the other deputy sheriffs we kept as 
close to the powderhouse as possible. 
W'hen asked to surrender the fellow 
would invariably reply that he would 
blow up the place if we attempted to 
take him, he repeating his threat so 
often that the people around there 
thought he would do it, and many 
moved out of their homes. 
Had they 
not done so they would have been dead, 
for their homes are scattered over many 
acres.” 
It is believed the Chinaman fired his 
pistol into the powder. 
Sheritt and Ed W hite are complete 
nervous wrecks.

RIPE FOR AN EPIDEMIC. 


TO HELPJEWEY. 


Evidently Ultimate Aim of Wat­ 


son’s Fleet. 


Til* City o f Santiago l a A w ful Condi- 
tio a —Six Vol low Favor Cu m . 


S a n tia g o . July 18, via Kingston, Ja­ 
maica. July 30, noon.—General Shafter 
has had a thorough examination made 
of the sanitary condition of Santiago. 
The work was done by Dr. Goodfellow, 
of the general’s staff, and by a civilian 
physician, Dr. Orlando Dwiker. 
They 
find that although there are present but 
six cases of yellow fever in the oity in 
addition to two suspects, the town is 
ripe for au epidemic. 
Santiago and Rio 
Janeiro are considered the greatest fever 
breeding centers in the world. 
This 
town lacks every sanitary feature at its 
best, and now, alter two months’ siege 
leaving it dirty aud repellant, it is a 
veritable pest hole. 
The awful stenches 
that arise from the streets stagger and 
shokc one. 
There is no sewage system. 
The oity 
drainage is all from the surface into the 
harbor, and the lower pa't of the city, 
through which much of the drainage 
runs, especially from the poor quarter 
around toe bull ring to the northwest of 
the city, is the seeding center of ma­ 
laria, typhoid mid other low fevers. 
There are four hospitals in the oity, 
the civil hospital, presided over by the 
Sisters of Charity, and the militanr, 
Mercedes and Conchas hospitals. 
In 
these four hospitals are 1,717 patients, 
which is a comparatively small number 
considering the lack of food and the 
long siege, but it must be remembered 
that the reoonoentradoa were Haver ad­ 
mitted to the hospitals, ai d when the 
notifications of the proposed bombard­ 
ment by onr batteries were received, 
•very patient who could stagger out was 
driven into the streets.

The pay checks in use upon the rail­ 
roads are likely to be the subject of 
Bunch talk among the officials 
*'Borne roads employ from 2,000 to 
10,000 men,” said a prominent Cleveland 
and Pittsburg official last night. "Each 
check, 
if 
stamped. 
would 
re­ 
quire an 
expenditure 
each 
month 
of from $150 to $800. 
The question 
has been raised as to whether these so 
oalled checks are really such in fact. 
Some railroad men hold that the pieces 
of paper are simply orders upon the 
treasurer of the company for the pay­ 
ment of money that might be paid in 
oath as was the custom years ago. ignit­ 
ing the cash system and using checks 
was merely a precaution against rob­ 
bery which might result from carrying 
large sums of money in the pay cars. 
This is where the checks were brought 
In, and it is insisted that the substitution 
of the method should not obligate the 
railroads in the way of a revenue stamp 
tax.*' 
The Cleveland and Pittsburg road as 
a rule pays in cash, as the ran of the 
pay oar is very short. By this the com­ 
pany is in pocket about $60 a month.

Lieutenant Joseph A. Carr, one of 
Roosevelt's rough rider**, arrived in 
Washington 
recently with two bad 
wound**. 
He was in three Fferd fights 
and tells a graphic Htory of hi* expe­ 
riences. He fought the Spaniards when 
they were behind cover at Sevilla, he 
was in the daring assault that resulted 
in the capture of the hill at St. Juan, 
and he was in the fight when the ene­ 
my made a desperate sortie in a vain 
attempt to drive the rough riders ffom 
their position. 
A part of his pocket 
knife was carried through him by a 
Spanish bullet. He says: “ Thefighting 
from the first engagement to the last I 
was in w’as desperate. 
We were not 
supported by artillery, and it was a test 
of what American nerve and determina­ 
tion coaid do. At the engagement with 
the ambush most of my troops were 
shot down and I was left in command 
of what remained of the troops. 
Many 
all around me fell in the second engage­ 
ment on San Juan hill. 
After we had 
driven the Spanish off and taken, posses­ 
sion of San Juan hill Colonel Roosevelt 
was ordered to occupy another eminence 
about 500 yards forward. When we got 
there, there were bot 90 of us occupy­ 
ing this position. 
The Spanish fire 
never ceased. 
We had no earthworks 
and no artillery. 
We had simply to lie 
there and bold our position in a perfect 
hell of fire. I saw no flinching. No man 
seemed to think of retiring, but every 
nerve was strained to its utmost and 
our boys made a display of courage and 
coolness which I cannot help feeling is 
somehow a part of the American blood. 
“ After holding the position there un­ 
der an incessant fire we had later to de­ 
fend ourselves against an assault by the 
Spanish in an attempt on their part to 
recapture the position. 
It was estimat­ 
ed that there were 4,000 Spaniards en­ 
gaged in this sortie to recapture Roose­ 
velt's position and the Sain Juan hill. 
The fire was terrific, and our men went 
right into the teeth of it, and after 
awhile the Spaniards seemed to be be­ 
wildered and taken entirely out of their 
calculations by the fact that oar men 
advanced to the fire instead of retiring. 
Then the enemy gave way, and we had 
repulsed them. 
It was here that I was 
struck. I was entirely disabled and tak­ 
en back to the field hospital. 
There, 
while under the shadow of the Red 
Cross, I was shot again in the hip, and 
the Spaniards seemed to direct their 
most savage fire wherever they saw 
the Red Cross."— Frederic Benzinger 
in Chicago Ti mea-Herald.

To the splendid generalship of Gen­ 
eral Joe Wheeler as much as to any 
other cause is due the repeated successes 
of the American forces around Santiago. 
To see this white haired veteran of the 
war of the rebellion astride his horse, 
leading the regiments under his com­ 
mand, 
made up almost entirely of 
northern men, is a sight to stir the 
heart of every American who remem­ 
bers that there was once a Mason and 
Dixou line. 
The camp at Siboney recently rang 
with praise of Wheeler, and at the same 
time a good story of his words during a 
desperate charge the other week is go­ 
ing the rounds. 
As he was leading the 
Seventy-first New York, the rough rid­ 
ers and a strong force of regulars up a 
high hill at San Juan, storming a large 
body of Spaniards who were strongly 
intrenched, the attacking line began to 
wave under a fierce fire from Gatling 
guns aud strong field pieces. 
Wheeler 
1 saw his men waver and began shouting 
at the top of his voice, while the guns 
were roaring and the small arms rat­ 
tling: 
"Steady, boys.

guns." Then suddenly catching himself, 
he cried out even more vigorously:

W riting under the date of July 14 
from El Caney, near Santiago, Louis 
Seibold, the New York W orld corre­ 
spondent, in describing the condition of 
the refugees from Santiago, says: 
I witnessed the distribution of ra ­ 
tions to the refugees last n ig h t 
Men 
and women fought for food. 
Children 
dying in their m others' arms 
while the latter were pleading for 
food and medicines. 
One woman, a 
m other w ith four children, one of whom 
was clasped in her arms, threw herself 
at my feet w hile I was talking w ith 
Captain Brice, who is in charge of the 
commissary departm ent at El Caney. 
She begged piteously for food for her 
dying child. 
Although m edicine ^vas 
given to the little sufferer, it died', later. 
Many w hite women of refinement— 
French, 
German and English — are 
among the refugees, and although their 
personal suffering is most pathetic they 
bear up bravely. The English, German 
and French consuls are living in tents 
and sharing their lim ited stores of food 
w ith the Cubans and Spaniards and the 
children who swarm in the public 
square, clamoring for food. 
No shops 
are open, and many people who have an 
unlim ited supply of money can buy 
nothing. A French gentlem an who has 
an invalid wife offered ten goldpieces 
for a can of condensed milk. 
More than 200 people are sick w ith 
typhoid fever, measles and starvation. 
One house of ten rooms is crowded w ith 
nearly 250 persons of all classes, includ­ 
ing m any w hite and pretty women. In 
this house are ten cases of sickness. The 
town is policed by one troop of the Sec­ 
ond cavalry. 
There are only four doc­ 
tors and l l priests. 
Clara Barton says: “ I visited Caney 
and was shocked at the condition of the 
women and children. They clung to my 
skirts and pleaded for food. 
There are 
1,400 tons of stores on the transports 
clustered thick in the harbor of Siboney, 
but there is no way of getting them 
ashore in sufficient quantities. The neg­ 
lect of the governm ent to provide light­ 
ers and transportation over roads deep 
in mud is outrageous. 
Unless relief 
comes many deaths w ill oocur. 
Medi­ 
cines to save and prolong life are 12 
m iles away, w hile the people are starv­ 
ing to death. ” 
English Consul Ramsden asked me to 
describe the pitiful condition of the peo­ 
ple, so th at his governm ent m ight learn 
of the plight of 100 B ritish subjects.

“ We reached El Caney on the 80th, 
and od the 1st our squadron was order 
od to charge up the Bon Juan h ill,” 
says J. D. Hoeckstra, one of the wound­ 
ed heroes from Santiago. “ I shall never 
forget th at day. 
The battle begao at 
6:40 in the m orning and lasted till 
nearly m id n ig h t It was w ar to the bit­ 
ter end. 
The Spanish fought bravely. 
They did not give up w ithout a strug­ 
gle. 
I can’t tell you of th a t day in de 
ta il It is like a dream to me now. The 
smoke was rolling all along our lines 
and the cannon spitting fire at a few 
•eoonds’ intervals. 
W e of the cavalry 
had to take our share of the brunt of the 
fighting. 
“ In the m idst of the fight I saw a 
Cuban shoot a Spaniard, and then, hor­ 
rible as it seems, th at Cuban deliberate­ 
ly drew his machete and cut off the 
Spaniard’s head.

The follow ing letter was received re­ 
cently by the chairm an of the executive 
com m ittee of the Am ericau N ational 
Red Cross from Treasurer C. H. H. C ot­ 
trell at Port Antonio, Ja m a ica : 
“ My D xah S ir— I noted in your m es­ 
sage to Miss Barton* that you are an x­ 
ious to hear from us, and as I know 
Miss Barton has a ll of her tim e from 
early morning to late night so fu lly oo- 
qnpied as not to spare a m oment from 
present duties I w ill endeavor to give 
you a brief sketch of w hat has been 
done since we left K ey W est on Jun e 
30. The good ship Texas lay in tropical 
waters so long that her bottom became 
a coral reef, aud when she finally got 
under way she was only able to make 
seven or eight m iles an hour, iind we 
need up five days in m aking an 800 
m ile journey. 
“ On our arrival off the bay of S a n ti­ 
ago de Cuba M iss Barton reported to 
Adm iral Sampson, who advised us to 
proceed to Guantanam o bay, SO m iles 
farth er east, to aw ait developments, 
w hich we did, arriving there on the 
evening of J ane 35. At Guantanam o we 
found a good landlocked harbor where 
oar ship could lie still and give us a 
m uch needed n ig h t’s rest, which we all 
enjoyed. 
There was a cam p of 700 or 
800 m arines at this point, also a camp 
of insurgents. T h at evening several n a­ 
val officers cam e aboard to pay their re­ 
spects to M iss Barton and were very 
oordial, as indeed the naval men are at 
a ll tim es. By invitation of Commander 
Dunlap all hands visited the hospital 
ship Solace the next m orning and were 
greatly pleased w ith the boat and the 
attention paid them by the officers and 
m edical staff. 
“ As there seemed to be nothing we 
coaid do a t Guantanam o it was decided 
we had better return to Siboney, where 
the largest num ber of troops were, and 
offer our services to the hospitals. T h is 
was done on Sunday, Ju n e 36. 
A ll the 
arm y officers received our advances po­ 
litely, but rather stiffly, at first declin­ 
ing any aid, but eventually confessing 
that they had nothing but arm y rations 
of hog meat, hard tack and coffee w ith 
w hich to feed their sick and that they 
would accept a few things to help them 
out u n til their own supplies arrived. 
B u t they declined a ll offers of n o n es 
and doctors. 
“ Refused by our own people, we next 
called on General G arcia of the Cuban 
arm y and were most cordially received, 
his m edical men being ouly too glad to 
accept a ll we had to offer. 
So the next 
m orning our four Red Cross nurses and 
Sister B ettina w ent over to the Cuban 
hospital, w hich was as repulsive and 
forbidding a place aa can be im agined, 
and began to work. 
The house and pa­ 
tients were astounded and transform ed 
w ith such a baptism of soap and w ater 
as nevor was beard of before in th is be­ 
nighted region, and by afternoon that 
little hospital was one clean spot in the 
town. 
“ T h at little bit of practical work 
spread through rank aud file like the 
proverbial wildfire, aud before n ightfall 
our poor ‘ boys in b lu e,’ who had been 
lying on the floors, many of them w ith ­ 
out even a blanket, were asking each 
other and their slovenly m ale nurses 
how it was that the Red Cross came 
down here aud gave them the go by and 
put the Cubans on beds w ith soft pil­ 
lows aud blankets aud clean sheets. 
Of 
course suoh vigorous kicking and the 
terrible contrast between the 
Unban 
and our army hospitals could have but 
one result, aud the arm y surgeons are 
now w illing and eager to have us on 
any term s we may suggest aud are con- j 


mtautly asking for more than we are > 
prepared to give. 
W e have opened a j 
Red Cross hospital here and have 34 
beds, which la the capacity of the bos- , 
pi tai. 
“ Commander M cCalla of O uautana- J 
mo sent us word the other day that j 
there were a number of poor Cabans at 
his cam p who were in need of help 
and asked us to briug him 5,000 ration*. 
W e steamed up there the same day and 
issned 7,500 pounds of substdntials to 
those people aud returned to Siboney at 
mice. 
W e have received another requi- j 
aition from the same officer for 35,000 
rations, and yesterday we returned to ( 
Guantanam o prepared to deliver 50, • 
OOO, but Commander M cC alls said that 
be had no place to store so large an 
amount, and he therefore requested us 
to leave only 10,000 rations, which we 
did. 
“ There has been hard fighting 
in 
front of Santiago de Cuba for several 
days past aud a large number of wound- I 
ed men have come into Siboney, proba­ 
bly 400 or 500. 
The United States au­ 
thorities were entirely unprepared in 
m edicine, food or services to handle 
them, and the Red Cross baa proved a 
perfect godsend, and as you w ill have 
seen by the telegram s that have been 
you we are now in full accord with 
the m ilitary surgeons— at this end 
“ Kenuan aud Egan weut to the front 
last Saturday and found a deplorable 
condition of suffering there. 
The next 
day Miss Barton, Dr. Hubbell, Dr aud 
Mrs 
Gardner 
and 
McDowell joined 
them, riding in an am bulance which 


General Shafter sent for them 
They 
took along two six horse wagon loads of 
supplies, and Sunday night Hubbell re­ 
turned to the ship aud got as much 
more. 
Our people began work the mo­ 
ment they arrivljd on the field, and they 
will remain there as long as there is 
ueed for them. 
Lesser and the nurses 
have been doing tine work here in the 
army hospitals, though they have had 
to work day and night under most ad­ 
verse conditions. 
Munday night, when 
they were ooming to the ship for rest, 
they were asked to board the Harvard 
and attend a lot of Spaniards who were 


on the fleet when it was annihilated, 
and they epent the entire night there, 
returning to the ship in an exhausted 
condition. 
A fter four hours’ rest they 
all returned to shore again. 
•‘We have run over to Port Antonio, 
Jam aica, for ice and some other things 
that we need and return to Siboney to­ 
night. Everything down here has come 
our way, and the only regret we have is 
that our force is not laager and that we 
have not certain things in our cargo 
w hich would be useful ju st now. 
All 
our potatoes have rotted, and we may 
lose some meal and codfish, but the re­ 
m ainder of the cargo is a ll right, so far 
as we know. 
W e hope that the end of 
the w ar is near at hand and that we 
shall be able to unload this ship w ithin 
a few d ays.” — New York Sun.
